Trolley lines have been operated in 
many cities in parks with success, Kin- 
sey reported, Cincinnati and. Philadel- 
phia being striking examples. ‘In most 
of these cities where they have been 
operated in parks, whatever there may 
be of unsightliness in the presence of 
the tracks in the park is more than com- 
pensated for by .the comfort, conven- 
lence and facilities offered the public 
in the use of the parks.”’ 

He estimated transportation facilities 
in Forest Park will have to provide for 
489,000 persons who annually use the 
recreational facilities. Of these 234,000 
visit the Art Museum, 70,000 the baseball 
grounds, 60,000 the zoo, 50,000 the tennis 
courts, 40,000 for picnics, 20,000 for skat- 
ing, and 6000 for football. 

Park Commissioner Cunliff, who 
strongly opposes street cars in Forest 
Park, says last fall’s experiment with 
busses shows they canbe operated at a 
cost of less than 2 cents per passenger, 
for a round trip, and that a 5-cent fare 
would give a profit which would enable 
the city to buy additional busses as 
needed, without extra appropriations.

LOSS IN GERMAN BIRTH RATE 
TAKEN UP BY DIET COMMITTEE 


Fear Expressed That Death Hate 
Will Seon Exceed It—Infant 
Mortality High. 

BERLIN, via’ London, Feb. 18.—The 
declining birth rate in Germany is rTe- 
ceiving serious consideration in view 
of the losses sustained in the field. This 
subject was brought up today in the 
Budget Committee of the Prussian Diet. 
A representative of the ministry pre- 
dicted that unless a radical change 
should be made Germany would soon be 
in the position of France, with deaths 
exceeding births. The speaker also re- 
ferred to the high rate of infant mor- 

tality. 

He also said that one of the gravest 
hindrances to the growth of the popula- 
tion was the increase in the number cf 
premature births, ‘caused deliberately, 
an evil which was not confined to the 
poorer classes. The Minister of Educa- 
tion said he recognized the seriousness 
o: the situation, and that the Govern- 
ment was conferring with specialists in 
an effort to devise ways of remedying 
the evil.

Interview. 


PRAISE FOR AMERICANS 


Speaks Kindly of Greece and 
Even of His Bitter Foe, 
Bulgaria. 


AEDEPSOS, Island of Euboeca, Feb 
16, via Paris, Feb. 17.—In a remarkable 
‘nterview wit the correspondent of the 
Associated Fress here today, exiled King 
Peter of Servia expressed his gratitude 
to Americans for their assistance to his 


tneople, spoke feelingly of the struggles 


of his country, discussed the causes of 
the war, 
the hospitality of Greece and said he 
was gathering his strength to marci) 
once more at the head of his men, and 
that he would not die ‘‘before the vic- 
tory of my fatherland.” 

Hidden aw2y in this almost inaccess:, 
ple spot, bent under his 72 years, dis- 
illusionments and sufferings, physically 
broken, virtually blind, his crown gone, 
his native latd overrun by ahcilent env 
mies, the sovereign grimly slings to life 
in the hope of participating in the ulti- 
mate triumph of his countrymer.. 

Has Determined Courage. 

He spoke with the same determined 
courage as characterized him when he 
led his soldicrs to ‘victory over the 
Turks. Thouzh still feeble and unable 
to walk without assistance, he retains 
the keenest ‘nental activity and a strik- 
ing cheeriness in the face of disaster 
which has overtaken his family and 
country, 

‘T have long wanted very much to 
speak from the bottom of my heart 
to the great heart of America, which 
is so deeply moved over the fate of 
Servia and has done so much for 
our unhappy people,” he said. 

“It seems to me that somehow 
vour compatriots have been able to 
divine in the struggles of a people, 
simple and rugged, but stubbornly 
individualistic, the same sacred fire 
which inspired the first Americans 
300 years ago to leave Europe to 
erect in the wilderness of America 
a home for freedom. They know us. 
We speak the same language of 
liberty. 

“And those of your compatriots 
who have come to us as doctors’ 
nurses—the American Red Cross, the 
Servian Relief and Sanitary Commis- 
sion—all these brave young people, 
who have so gladly given their 
young lives to fight typhus and the 
sickening effects of shells and epi- 
demics, of whom not a few rest 
forever in Servian soil—was it not 
they who brought to us the soul of 
a kindred people from America? 


Praises American Kindness. 
“Above all, today, when thousands 


of Servian women and children un- 
able to flee, remain there, deprived 
of everything, dependent for bread 
and shelter upon the enemies of their 
country, it is they your compatriots, 
who at this moment have unobstru- 
sively set to work to succor the un- 
fortunates, who have lost all, who 
have need of all. 

“May God in 
your country!” 

“For those of our allies who have 
remained faithful, we have no re- 
proach. They came to our assist- 
ance too late to save us. But they 
came. They were not organized for 
war, nor ruled over by soldiers. Had 
they been so organized, so ruled, 
perhaps they would have been able 
to save us. 

“Civilization cannot be made an 
engine of war and perfected to fore- 
see every contingency. It is inher- 
ent in liberty that it acts slowly, 
clumsily perhaps, but this very 
siowness and clumsiness constitute 
the strength of free peoples. Their 
triumph is long in coming, but none 
the less sure. 


“T do not know if it is quite un- 
derstood in America what it is all 
about that almost entire Europe is 
at war. But I will tell you in a 
word: It is the supreme, the last 
effort of feudalism—a fight to a fin- 
ish between the feudalism of yester- 
day and the freedom of tomorrow, 
So that is why war had to break 
out on the banks of the Danube, not 
elsewhere, for the Danube separates 
by so little the most intransigeant 
feudalism, maintained by unworthy 
intrigues, like those of the smaller 
Italian states in the Middle Ages, 
from the most stubborn ideal of lib- 
erty, implanted in those ready to 
fight to the last man to realize that 
ideal. 

Wanted Peace With Austria, 

Yet we have always watted to live 
at peace with the Austrians. Their 
way has not been our way, but we 
Serbs are like you Americans. It is 
part of our creed to live on good 
terms with our neighbors. Often 1 
have looked from my windows in Bel- 
grade at the fields and mountains of 
Austria, and have said to myself: 

‘Now is it possible that we should 
not be able to live and let live as be- 
tween neighbors?’ 

But it is of the very nature of a 
feudal state that liberty cannot and 
must not flourish in the same vicin- 
ity and Austria arranged all that in 
the time of the Obrenovitches. Ser- 
via was made merely a tributary to 
Austria. She. was no longer free at 
all. 

By the treaty of 1881 she renounced 
all her rights. Today again Austria 
still seeks to follow towards Servia 
crushed the same policy as before— 
to create of Servia, Montenegro, Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina an empire of 
vassal states for the benefit of a me- 
dieval feudal nobility. But we can- 
not stand that. We are peasants, 
but free peasants.

BRANDEIS UNDER 
THREE HEADINGS 


Race Prejudice Apparently Op- 
erates Most Insidiously 


Against Him. 
HIS RADICALISM FEARED 


Supreme Justices Think He Is 
“Unsafe”—Career as Lawyer 
Caused Antagonisms. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The opposi- 
tion to the confirmation of Louis LD. 
Brandeis to be an Associate Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court has 
developed sufficiently. to reveal the in- 
fluences back of the present inquiry 
into his fitness for the place. There 
are three reasons for the opposition to 
Brandeis, as the situation is understood 
in administration § circles. 

1. The fundamental, though taboo onée, 
that Brandeis is a Jew. 

2. The elevation of Brandeis would he 
repugnant to all of the present eight 
Justices of the Court. 

3. The protest made againct him bv 
President Lowell of Harvard College 
and the committee of 54 Boston lawyers 
reflects the antagonism of the greater 
property interests of a great university, 
and profesisonal criticism growing out 
of a long, successful career of an ) 
torney enjoying a lerge general pre 
tice. é ‘ 

Basically, the first reason is the one 
that seems to operate most insidiously 
in the minds of his critics, though any 
attempt to substantiate it 1s subtly and 
evasively derided. 

Regarded as Being “Unsafe.” 


The second reason advanced is natur- 
ally difficult to establish. Yet there «s 
no doubt of the existence of prejudice 
among members of the Supreme Court 
against Brandeis. Its inspiration can 
be traced to the conviction among mem- 
bers of the Court that he is an “unsaf.2”" 
man, given to extravagances of a radi- 
cal character, viewed as detrimental to 
the conservative traditions of the Court. 
Competent observers of long experience 
know as clearly as if these opinions 
were reduced to writing that no norni- 
nation for the Supreme bench ever pro- 
voked so much chagrin among its mem- 
bers as that of Brandeis.

The board has taken no official action 
but it approves a much less ornamental 
fountain of white porcelain, built some- 
what on the lines of a Tuscan column. 
Several experimental fountains of this 
type has been placed en downtown cor- 
n°rs. 

Whichever type of fountain is select- 
ed, there will be no cost to the city, 
except for the water used, as the foun- 
tains will be installed and maintained 
by civic organizations. 

The Municipal Art Commission last 
week adopted a resolution favoring the 
ornamental iron fountain as ‘“‘decidedly 
more artistic’’ than the classic porcelain 
column. One of its decorative features 
is the name of the manufacturing com- 
pany in conspicuous raised letters cov- 
ered with bronze paint. 

Judgments of the Municipal Art Com- 
missien have been reversed three times 
in the last year. It approved a type of 
strect lamp standard that was ignored 
by the Public Service Board and the 
owners of the new Plaza Hotel at the 
Locust-Lindell cutoff. It advocated the 
location of Gen. Grant’s monument at 
the Market street entrance of the city 
hall, and the local G. A. R. posts suc- 
ceeded in having the statue placed at 
the northeast corner of the city hall 
lawn. It also advocated the erection of 
an fItalian marble collonade at the 
King’s highway and Lindell boulevard 
entrance to Forest Park, as planned by 
Park Commissioner Cunliff, but the Pub- 
lie Service Board ruled against this at 
the request of several residents in the 
vicinity.

Dearing, former first secretary of the 
American embassy at Madrid, now on 
his way to succeed Charles S. Wilson as 
first secretary at Petrograd, will take 
charge of the embassy there pending the 
arrivai in Petrograd of the successor of 
George T. Marye,. who has tendered his 
resigiuation as Ambassador. 

It was learned in diplomatic quarters 
today that the resignation of Marye fol- 
lowed the receipt at the State Depart- 
ment of correspondence relating to the 
care of German prisoners in Russian 
detention camps. Criticisms concerning 
the cdministration of inspection and re- 
lief werk have been made. 

Plans are being laid for dispatching to 
Russia “approximately 15 additional men 
to carry on the work of inspecting the 
detention gamps.

Senator Introduces Copies of 
Correspondence in Asking for 
Congressional Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 18.—Photograph- 
ic copies of correspondence between of- 
ficers of the Army Aviation Corps which 
Senator Robinson of Arkansas declared 
established beyond doubt the defective 
condition of the aviation serviee, was 
shown by him to the Senate Military 
Confinittee today, | 

A letter presented to the committee 
purported to be from Col. Reber, head 
of the service, to Capt. Cowan, in charge 
at San Diego, under date of June 2, 1915, 
and read: 

“I wish you would have your engineer- 
ing department get me out some draw- 
ings for the size of sheets to be placed 
under the seats of aviators for the al- 
leged armor protection. I will have sev- 
eral of these plates made so we can say 
we have armored aeroplanes, not that I 
think it vitally essential but in order 
that we can meet any charge that our 
machines are not armored.” 


Pb! ; Handled in Rotten Way. 
Japt, Cowas, ina letter to Col. Reber, 


dec mg if the “‘service ever came under 
investigation by anyone outside of our 
Cwn corps, it would be impossible to 
explain the rotten way in which the 
work has been handled.”’ 

Senator Robinson declared that the de- 
fective condition of equipment of the 
aviation service at San Diego could be 
established beyond doubt, and that Col. 
Reber had instructed apt) Cowan to 
keep it secret. 

Col. Reber wrote Capt. Cowan, Senator 
Robinson said, June 21, 1915, saying: 

“I note in the weekly letter that a 
reference is made to the condition of 
the machines and motors. This informa- 
tion should not be made public.’ 

Senator Robinson appeared before the 
committee to urge the addition of his 
resolution to provide for a congressional 
investigation of the aviation service. 

“This resoltition was introduced,” Sen- 
ator Robinson. said, ‘‘only after consid- 
eration of evidence that the aviation 
section of the signal corps is hopeless- 
ly inefficient and that this fact is 
known by the officers charged With its 
control and deliberately concealed © by 
them from the War Department and 
from Congress.”’ 

Under date of April 10, 1914, the Sena- 
tor said, Capt. Cowan wrote Col. Reber: 

“Frankly, I don't want to put down 
in black and white over my signature 
my opinion about the way the signal 
service has handled this work. 

“When I think of all the mistakes that 
have been made while I have had 
charge of this end of the work it just 
makes me sick. * * * If I had known 
as much about this work six months 
ago as I know now, I am convinced that 
I could have saved this whole unfortu- 
nate situation. * * * I don’t -know 
very much about how this work should 
be done. * * * ” 

Sit Tight and Draw Pay. 

Col. Reber wrote, July 1, 1914, to Capt. 
Cowan, Senator Robinson said, as fol- 
lows: . 

‘“‘We have urtil Sept. 
these men and get them in without 
having them dctailed as students. Ail 
you have to do is.to sit tight and draw 
your pay.” 

Senator Robinson introduced letters to 
show that while purchase of motor 
trucks for the service was,not provided 
by Congress, it was planned to get them 
under an authorization for ‘‘accessories”’ 
and continued: 

*‘As further disclosing the contempti- 
ble deceit which Col. Reber prompted 
Capt. Cowan to practice, I refer to his 
letter of March 25, 1915, just prior to 
the occasion when a large number of 
Congressmen, including myself, visited 
the the svaton. section near San Diego.

NKERS OPPOSED 
RECEIVERSHIP FOR 
AUTTRICK FIRM 


O. U. von Shrader Tells of Sen- 
timentality at Stockholders’ 
Meeting Last March. 


Otto U. von Schrader, a stockholder 
in the Hargadine-McKittrick Dry Goods 
Co., whose wife was formerly Miss 
Mary Hargadine, testified today in the 
receivership suit against the company 
in Judge Shields‘ court, in behaif of the 
plaintiffs. , He became one of the plain- 
tiffs yesterday. 

Von Schrader told of a meeting of the 
stockholders, held March 19 last, at 
which he said stockholders of the com- 
pany, bankers and lawyers were pres- 
ent. At that time, he said, a receiver- 
ship plan was decided on, and a legal 
petition was prepared and laid on the 
table for signatures. 

But, he said, the McKittriekg opposed 
the receivership plan, and the bankers 
had a “‘change of heart,’ one of them 
saying that such action would be “a 
blot on the escutcheon of St. Louls.’’ So 
many of those in the consultation “got 
sentimental and tender-hearted,’’ Von 
Schrader said, that a compromise meas- 
ure was agreed on. This was, to organ-— 
ize a voting trust, remove the McKit- 
tricks from control and appoint a Liqui- 
dating Committee. 


He Was Overruled. 
Attorney Daniel N. Kirby, for the 


company, asked Von Schrader if he was 
trying to argue the case, and Von 
Schrader said he thought it would not 
be improper for him to do so, as he had 
a considerable interest in the matter and 
felt keenly about it. He said:he had in- 
sisted on a receivership at the meeting, 
but had been overruled by others. 

Von Schrader said he considered the 
purchase of the William Barr store a 
good investment, and Kirby asked him 
if he did not know that the company, 
having bought the Barr store, had to 
provide a home for it, in view of the 
pending expiration of its lease. 

*““Well,’’ Von Schrader replied, “‘it 
never occurred to me in my wildest 
dreams that the business would assume 
such ramifications as it has; that a 
Napoleonic man would spring up who 
would carry through an enterprise of 
this kind.”” He‘ was’ referring to the 
Railway Exchange Building, which the 
company promoted, and apparestiy to 
Thomas H. MeKittrick. 

Claude B. Ricketts, manager of ‘the 
Railway Exchange Building, called as 
witness for the plaintiffs, told how 
four railroad systems, which are among 
the principal tenants of the building, 
have held back a large part of their 
rent. One, the Wabash, has not paid 
any rent, he said. 

The others, the Missouri Pacifie, Cot- 
ton Belt and M., K. & T., have held 
back enough of their rent, he said, to 
secure themselves against claims under 
their former leases, on quarters. whien 
they e#bandoned in order to move*to the, 
Railway Exchange Building. r 

He said the annual rentals of the 
buildings aggregated $705,000, and that 
of this amount, $145,000 was withheld by 
the railroads. The Wabash, he said, ha 
withheld all its rent, under order a 
court, and has put the money regularly 
in bank, instead of paying it to the 
Railway Exchange Building. In the case 
of the other three roads, Ricketts has 
undertaken to rent their former quarters 
and to reduce the claims against them to 
that extent. 

He said he was getting $45,000 a year 
from these rentals, and balancing this 
sum against the $145,000 withheld by the 
roads, he figured that the amount with- 
held from the Railway Exchange man- 
agement was about $100,000 a year. 

Ricketts testified that tne rentals of 
the Railway Dxchange Building amount- 
ed to $705,000 a year, and that of thix 
about $145,000 was held back by the raii- 
roads, to protect themselves against 
claims under their leases with the build- 
ings where ihey had formerly been ten- 
ants. 


He said the Hargadine-McKittrick Co. 
had guaranteed to protect the Railway 
Exchange Building by paying the sums 
held back by the railroads. The dry 
goods company he said, had paid the 
building $140,000 for this purpose, and 
$57,000 is due, but is being held baek by 
the Liquidating Committee which has 
charge of the dry goods company’s af- 
fairs. 


Ricketts said 85 per cent of the space 
of the Railway Exchange Building was 
rented. He said he collected the rents 
and deposited the money in the St. 
Louis Union Bank, in the name of the 
Railway Exchange Building, and that 
the building’s funds in the bank were 
subject to check signed by himself and 
F. E. Dubrouillet, an official of the 
bank. * y 


The building pays $398,500 a year 
ground rent, he said. He was asked 
how large a part of this ground rent’ 
went to the Annuity Realty Co., the 
holding corporation which took over 
the titles to the holdings which compose 
the building site. He said the Annuity 
Realty Co. received about $150,000. 

When he was asked what the extent 
of the Annuity Realty Co.’s financial 
interest in the property was, Ricketts 
said he did not know. 


In attempting to rent the quarters in 
other buildings, he said, he found the 
condition of the rental market poor, be- 
cause of the competition among office’ 
buildings. 


Loomis C. Jebineon, an attorney, testi- 
fied that he was retained by George E. 
Zeitinger, a plaintiff in the present suit, 
in April, 1914, and that he wrote to 
Thomas H. McKittrick, president of the 
Gry goods company, demanding in the 
name of Zeitinger as a stockholder that 
the company get out of the building 
business. He said McKittrick replied 
ttat more than a dozen lawyers had 
looked into the matter and agreed that 
nothing could be done. i

REPEAL OF THE FREE SUGAR 
CLAUSE VIRTUALLY ASSURED

WASHINGTON, Feb, 18—Legislation 
repealing the free sugar clause of the 
Underwood tariff iaw before May 1, the 
date on which it would become effective 
with a resultant annual loss of about

the House Democratic caucus last night. 

The proposed legislation was decided 
upon by a vote of & to 20, after a vigor- 
ous fight against it led by Representa- 
tive Keating of Colorado, “who de- 
nounced the action as a repudiation of 
party doctrine.

Although she has 
had but a brief time to prepare for 
this exacting part, the young artiste 
brings to it a lifelong acquaintance 
with the masterpiece of her com- 
patriot, Mascagni; and she sings the 
role with all the ardor and enthusi- 
asm of “the heart of Italy.”’ 

“THE MANAGEMENT.” 


Earlier in the day Mrs. Clinton Elder, 
who, with her husband, has astudio of 
vocal music in the Odeon Building; tel-| 
ephoned to the newspapers that one of 
her pupils, Miss Vettori, would sing 
Santuzgza, last night. This would make

part and had never even appeared in 


-| grand opera; she had never before sung 


with an orchestra, Mrs. Elder declared, 
end because of the short notice would 
not have time for a rehearsal with the 
orchestra.

Some 
ef the singers who were in St. Louis in 
the summer asked her if they had not 
heard her sing at the Park Theater. 
This she denied, they say. 

She had numerous rehearsals at the 
piano with the assistant conductor in 
the part of Santuzza; and at South 
Bend, Ind., was placed in the cast to 
sing the role. On New Year’s night she 
fang it again at Clinton, Ic. Then she 
took a departure as unheralded as her 


| arrival had been; and in the company 


she became known as “the mysterious 
Miss Morosini.’’ 

There had been much _ speculation 
among the singers as to who “Signora 
Cechetti’’ could be. In the advance no- 
tices sent to St. Louis weeks ago, it 
Was announced that she would sing 
Santuzza. But, to their knowledge, there 
not only was not, but never had been a 
woman singer of that name in the 
troupe. 

Everything was cleared up when Miss 
Vettori appeared at the Odeon last night. 
After a glance at her, the company 
raised the chorus: “It’s the mysterious 
Miss Morosini!’’ They decided that 
“Signora Cechetti’’ was either a ficti- 
tious personage, created weeks in ad- 
vance for the occasion, or that it was 
another of the names assumed by Miss 
Vettori. - 

Audience Is Large. 

But all of these stratagems were not 
to the artistic gain of the audience, the 
biggest the company has yet attracted 
here, and including a large delegation 
organized by the North St. Louis Busi- 
ness Men’s Association, whose members 
took three-fourths of the boxes and many 
of the parquet seats. For Miss Vet- 
tori’s lyric soprano, rather sweet in 
quality, but undeveloped in the high and 
low registers, proved inadequate to the 
highly dramatic role of Santuzza. Her 
singing of the heroine’s big number, 
“Voi lo sapete,”’ one of the most thrill- 
ing arias in opera, was unable to achieve 
a thrill; her acting was better. 

As for the rest, the company’s per- 
formance of the double bill, ‘‘Cavalleria 
Rusticana”’ and “I Pagliacci,” was the 
best it has yet given. Angelo Antola 
starred in both operas, and his singing 
of the Prologue to “Pagliacci” was 20 
fine an example of artistic interpreta- 
tion and masterly voice handling as to 
lead one to believe that only the in- 
ferior volume of his voice prevents him 
from taking equal rank with Amato and 
Ruffo. His acting of both Alfio and 
Tonio was all that could be desired, 
revealing high gifts of comedy, beneath 
which was always evident the sinister 
and deadly strain that the two roles 
demand. 

In “Cavalleria’’ Manual Salazar's 
splendid tenor voice was heard to fine 
advantage. Stella de Mette, as Lola, res 
vealed perhaps the voice of freshest, 
loveliest quality that the company can 
boast; and her acting of the flirtatious 
heroine was deliciously arch and win- 
some. Enrico Aresoni—who is an Amer- 
ican, by name Henry Harrison—sang 
Canio in “Pagiiacci,”’ bringing to the 
role a robust and ringing tenor voice 
and striking histrionic accomplishments. 
Luciano Rossini was a lively Beppe, and 
Sophie Charlebois, who is Gallo’s wife, 
was a dainty Nedda.

His secretary denied that any signifi.

It was recalled with interest that the 
middle of last December Judge Gary of 
the United States Steel corporation gave 
a/ dinner at which Theodore Roosevelt 
was a guest and where there were gath- 
ered to meet him representatives of 
more than $12,000,000,000 of incorporated 
capital. Interested persons figured out 
that as many billions of capital as were 
represented at the Gary dinner were 
represented directly or indirectly by 
Ryan's guests. 

Senator Underwood came here espe- 
cially for this function, invitations for 
which were issued three weeks ago. 


“This dinner,” said Secretary McGione, 
“was, I assure you, purely a social af- 
fair; there was nothing unusual. Mr, 
Ryan simply invited-a number of friends 
to pass a pleasagt evening together, 
There is absolutely no political or any 
other signfficance to be attached to it, 
just as there was none to the Gary din- 
ner. 

Defends Gary Dinner, Too, 

“The trouble is that the newspapers 
hear of prominent men gathering togeth- 
jer for purely social purposes ‘and imag- 
ine right off that there is something be- 
hind it. The newspapers thought that 
about Judge Gary’s dinner to, Mr. 
Roosevelt. Now there was nothing po- 
litical about that at all.’ 

‘“‘Was politics discussed, or the coming 
presidential campaign or presidential 
candidates?’ he was asked. 

“If such things were discussed at al! 
they were only casually so. This was no 
conference. It was a social gathering. 
Mr. Ryan asked his friends to meet his 
Virginia guests. Who were the Virgin- 
lans? Well, I think Flood and Bilison 
were among them. I won't be positive.’’ 

Dock Commissioner R. A: C. Smith

Indiana Candidate Will Speak to 
Cape Girardeau Republi- 
cans Tuesday. 


Former Vice President Charles W. 
Fairbanks of Indiana will be the next 
presidential candidate to visit Missouri 
to make a bid for her 36 votes in the 
Republican National Convention ut Chi- 
cago June 7. Fairbanks will deliver the 
principal address at a banquet to be 
given at Cape Girardeau next Tuesday 
night by the Southeast Missouri Repub- 
lican Club. 

Owing to the early election of Mis- 
sour! delegates to the National Cori- 
vention the presidential candidates are 
all eager to make a-showing of strength 
in this State. The publicity bureau in 
Washington conducted in the interest «? 
the candidacy of United States Senator 
John W. Weeks of Massachusetts has 
given wide publicity to the fact that 
the two delegates elected by the Third 
Missouri District at Excelsior Springs 
last Saturday were favorable to his 
candidacy. 

©. BE. Weller of Maryland, the recent 
Republican candidate for Governor of 
that State, has been in Missouri and 
Oklahoma for several days looking after 
the interests of Senator Weeks. From 
Oklahoma he will make a tour of the 
Southern states. Senator Weeks has 
made severa! speeches in Missouri, and 
former Senator Burton of Ohio has also 
been here to speak. Henry D, BEsta- 
brook of New York, who is being boost- 
ed for the presidency by Ormsby Mc- 
Harg of New York, was at the Kansas 
City meeting of Republicans Mondav 
to try to win a rt of the Missouri 
delegation. 

BE. L. Morse of Excelsior Springs, who 
is conducting the Weeks campaign in 
Missouri, says he is certain that a ma- 
jority of the Missouri delegation will oe 
favorable to Weeks. Morse said that 
he would make no fight on Gov. Had- 
ley, who hopes to have delegates elect- 
ed who will be friendly enough to vote 
for. him tf a condition should arise in 
the Chicago convention whereby he 
might be nominated. 

Morse has been ill for several weeks. 
Two months ago, he said, he would have 
fought Hadley to a finish. 

“T have been sick myself,”” he said, 
“and I have learned what sickness 
means. Gov. Hadley is a sick man, and 
T now have too much fellow-feeling for 
a sick man to make a fight upon him.” 

Fred Naeter of Cape Girardeau is pres- 
ident of the Southeast Missouri! Repub- 
lican Club. He said he expected Repub- 
licans from all sections of Southeast 
Missouri to attend the banquet, and that 
all of the candidates for Governor and 
Senator would be there. 

The Second Congressional District, 
comprised of Grundy, Sullivan, Linn, 
Livingston, Carroll, Chariton and Ran- 
dolph Counties, will be the next to eleci 
delegates to the Republican 
convention. The district convention will 
be held at Chillicothe, Feb. 25. The 
Sixth District convention will be held 
at Clinton, Feb. 28. This district is com- 
prised of Cass, Johnson, Bates, Henry, 
St. Clair, Cedar and Dade Counties. 

The eighth and ninth districts wil] 
hold their conventions the same day 
March 2, the eighth district convention 
being at Jefferson City, and the ninth 
at Warrenton. On March 6 the con- 
ventions of the first district at Kirks- 
ville, the seventh at Sedalia and the 
fourteenth at Sikeston, will be held. 

These are the only district conven- 
tions that have been called in advance 
of the State convention at Excelsior 
Springs April 6, where four delegates 
and alternates-at-large to the nationai 
convention will *e elected. The conven- 
tion of the sixteenth district has been 
called at Lebanon for April 11, the fif- 
teenth at Joplin, April 20, and the Thir- 
teenth, at De Soto, April 2%. The Tenth 
district convention will be held at Clay- 
ton April 23. The dates.for the fourth 
fifth, éleventh and twelfth district con 
ventions have not been fixed.

BERLIN, Feb. 18, by wireless to Say- 
ville—‘A. Russian newspaper published 
sengational disclosures concerning :llegal 
exemptions ‘rom military service,” says 
the Overseas News Agency. ‘The secre- 
lary of a recruiting committee at Petro- 
grad and a large number of military 
surgeons have been arrested, charged 
with having accepted amounts ranging 
from 10,00 rubles ($5000) up, in each 

case. 

“The Russian press also reports that 
a Moscow committee for the relief of 
refugees received £100,000 from the Gov- 
ernment in December of 1915. The presi- 
Gent of the committee, Prince Troubets- 
koy, stated later that $100,000 more was 
sent to the committee in December and

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ARMING OF MERCHANT VESSELS. 
In John Bassett Moore’s Digest of International 
Law, which is issued from the United States 
printing office at Washington, the right to arm 
merchant vessels for protection is set out. In 
1877, Secretary of State Fish held that.a vessel 
fitted out for trading had the right to carry two 
guns and other arms for protection, “Provided 
always that the vessel carrying such guns and 
arms itself be on a lawful voyage and be engaged 
in none other than peaceful commerce, and that 
such guns and arms be intended and be used sole- 
ly for the purpose of defense and self-protection.” 
The chapter on “arming of merchant vessels” 
shows further that the law does not prohibit 
ARMED vessels belonging fo citizens of the United 
States from sailing out of our ports; it only re- 
quires the owners to give security that such ves- 
‘sels shall not be employed by them to commit 
hostilities against foreign Powers at peace with 
the United States. And further, the courts held 
that “The seizure by France of an American mer- 
chantman, and her condemnation, cannot be justi- 
fied by the fact that she was armed for defensive 
purposes.” _ 
Nothing whatever is said as to the size of guns, 
and it is to be noted that a merchant vessel 
could carry two cannon, besides other arms. It 
is now said that United States naval officers have 
suggested that the size of the gun that a mer- 
chant ship be allowed to carry be limited to a 
caliber of two inches: This, certainly, would be 
changing the rules of the game while the game is 
in progress. But why two inches? Why not one? 
Or why not change the weapons to a child’s pop- 
gun? If we are to abandon our rights on the 
high seas, we might as well do it completely? 
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U. B. CASUALTIES DECREASED. 
President McCulloch says accidents on the 
United Railways decreased 18. per cent last year. 
But four passengers were killed. The safety- 
first policy has made an excellent start. The 
present year should show a still further reduc- 
tion in the casualties to St. Louis’ population 
and the contingent costs of the company.

THE POLICE GYMNASIUM. 

Many complaints have been made that the 
work of the police gymnasium is too onerous, 
especially in the case of heavy-set men of mid- 
dle age. There are indications that gymnasium 
duty, in some cases, arouses a spirit that is not 
conducive to the proper performance of duty. 
Here is a letter, signed “A Policeman,” which 
manifests this spirit of grievance: 

Credulous indeed are those who fancy that 
policemen will seriously patrol a beat in the 
night and afternoon watches after being com- 
pelled to spend their time in the police gym-* 
nasium, straining and injuring themselves 
and being bullied and humiliated in every 
possible way. They avoid all police work and 
save their energy for the gymnasium stunts. 

° ° * Effective police work is not done 
by men who are sore in body and half wild 
over thinking of their wrongs. 


If this represents any considerable element in 
the force, the condition is deplorable. There 
are, as everyone knows, a number of patrolmen of 
heavy build and of an age when such gymna- 
sium work as is easy to young men might cause 
just such feelings of worry and exhaustion as 
the complaints have voiced. To meet this sit- 
uation, the work should be graded so as to suit 
the workers. Old dogs cannot be taught new 
tricks. | —

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RUSSIA’S VICTORY AT ERZERUM. 

The fall of Erzerum may necessitate a revision 
of views expressed when the Grand Duke Nich- 
olas was removed from the command of the Rus- 
sian armies facing west. 

It is true that his deposition was made when 
the German drive had practically spent its force, 
when ‘new preparations for Russian resistance 
from Riga to Galicia were well advanced and 
when the Czar’s chances for adding to his own 
prestige by assuming personal command were at 
their best. But the opinion that the Grand Duke 
was transferred to subordinate kis political in- 
fluence must be judged by the fact that he was 
detailed to the very front on which the greatest 
opportunity of many future months was likely 
‘to be presented and, as a matter of fact, actually 
was presented. 

Perhaps in a retrospect at the end of the war 
Erzerum’s capture will, because of its impor- 
tance, its position in time and its relation to 
coming as well as past developments, be com- 
pared to the capture of Vicksburg. There is, how- 


} ever, small prospect that, like Vicksburg, it will 


be accompanied by a Gettysburg elsewhere on or 
about the same date. 

It goes into. the ‘record as the solitary, allied 
success after a depressing series of allies’ re- 
verses. Russia, in fact, is the only allied Power 
which has had any offensivé successes of impor- 
tance and this new achievement is added more 
than a year after she had ceased to win victories 
and seven months after a deluge that was ex- 
pected to compel her to sue for peace.

St. Louis Will Not Join National 
Baseball Body Until “House 
Is Cleaned.”’ 


A case of too many sporting goods 
men, mixing with amateur sport, was 
the real cause of the breach in the 
National Amateur Baseball Associa- 
tion at the meeting held in Louits- 
ville last Saturday, according to Ro- 
dowe Abeken, director of municipal 


athletics, who returned to the city 
last night. Abeken also stated that 
just now St. Louis would sit tight 
and that he has not joined either of 
the amateur circuits. 

‘It seemed that the breach in the 
old association was due to come. 
There were entirely to many sport- 
ing geods men connected with the 
association and the scheme of run- 
ning off elimination contebkts cost 
entirely too. much. I think most of 
the cities realized this, hence the 
break had to come,” said Abeken. 

“At present it is hard to tell 
whether the National Amateur Base- 
ball Association, the old body, or the 
new National Amateur Baseball Fed- 
eration is the better of the two. St. 
Louis at present has not joined 
either, as I could not do this on my 
own hook. Before we join either it 
wilt have to be put up to the local 
association, 


Meeting Set for March. 


“A meeting of the federation will be 
held in Cincinnati on March 10, when 
the constitution and by-laws will be 


drawn up. From the formal talk I had 
with the members of the body, it looks 
very much as if they will hang closely 
to the principles adopted by our, asso- 
ciation. 

“But they will have to put this down 
on black and white first before we go 
jumping into the thing. .If we can get 
certain rulings’ in the constitution there 
is a good chance that we will enter. 

“But we cannot throw aside all the 
sportsmanship. and the principles we 
have built up during the course of our 
association just to win a ball game. 
I would like to see St. Louis land an 
amateur championship, but sportsman- 
—_ and principles come first with this 
city.’’ 


Abeken Chosen Vice President. 


Abeken was elected second vice pres- 
ident of the new organization, but as he 
says himself, “he was not very anxious 
about this.” Abeken states they reccg- 
nized St. Louis more because they are 
looking toward this city for ideas. 

Abeken stated that he did not know wheth- 
er he would be able to attend the N. A. B. 
Fr. meeting in Cincinnati on; March 10, as 
he had a lot of work,to do right here. He 
said, though, that St. Louis ought to be 
represented, as the principles of the organiza- 
tion looked good to him.

Evers was lost to Stallings in 71 full 
games _ in 1915. Without him the Braves 
were minus their spark. The champion- 
ship machine couldn't hit on “‘all six’ at 
any one time and the club never started 
anything that remotely resembled the 
famous drive of 1914. 

And let it be. understood that every- 
thing next season depends on Evers. If 
he’s in there the Braves will be up 
there. Very little depends on Knetzer 
and Allen.
